yacing generally. The position that the Com- 
mittee were in was that they were asked to 
say whether or not it was advisable to grant | 
licences to two of the seven tracks in the 
Free State. The evidence of Mr. Morris, 
secretary of the Irish Coursing Club, clearly 
proved that it was his club that controlled 
the seven tracks. In effect there was no 
independent controlling body. 

According to Mr. Morris, the policy of his 
club was certainly not to grant licences to 
any other new track im Dublin, and if the 
Committee granted licences to greyhound 
racing they would really be handing over a 
great gambling machine to a few gentlemen 
who were representatives of the racing tracks 
and the Irish Coursing Club. 

In so far as the case had been presented 
on behalf of the seven racing tracks, 
representatives of only two had appeared 
before the Committee. He would prove to 
the Committee that there was no demand on 
the part of the public for the extension of 
this great machine. No witnesses had been 
called in support of the extension, except 
Mr. Morms and Mr. Woods, who were 
directly interested in racing tracks. The 
dog owners, would be the individuals that 
ene would naturally expect to come forward. 


GETTING A MONOPOLY. 

The Chairman said that he had received a 
communication from Mr. O'Reilly on note 
cm headed, “Irish Greyhound Owners’ 

rotection Association,”’ applying on behalf 
o that body for permission to send 
individuals there to submit evidence from the 
greyhound owners. 

Mr. Wood—I am aware of that, and I! 
am making this point deliberately. The 
uublic have not demanded this, and neither 
ave the dog owners. If the owners had 
wished to demand it they would have been 
here in the forefront. This is an attempt— 
I do not suggest an invidious attempt—on 
the part of certain individuals to get a 
monopoly, 

So far as dog racing was concerned, said 
Mr. Wood, it was a gambler’s game. Dog 
racing was not a sport: a race track could 
not carry on unless it had a gambling 
machine; it had to have either the book - 
makers er the gambling machine. 

Referring to the proposed change of site 
for bookmakers at Shelbourne Park, Mr. 
Wood said that it had been put on the 
ground of the convenience of the public, but 
he suggested that what the National Grey- 
hound Company wanted was to select the 
best site for themselves; for the bookmakers 
had occupied their old sites for five years 
without any inconvenience to the public. The 
bookmakers were the persons who created 
this industry, and without whom it could 
not have existed, and they should not, ie 
submitted, be removed from their old sites. 


CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Wood having concluded his opening 
statement, 

The Chairman said that the Committee 
would like to have some more assistance to 
enable them to arrive at a decision on what 
they regarded as the most important part of 
their terms of reference—that was, whether 
it would be desirable in the public interest 
to frant licences to set up and maintain 
totalisators in connection with greyhound 
racing tracks in the Irish Free State. Up 
to the present they had had two bodies 
representing greyhound racing, and a third 
body representing bookmakers, but, although 
they had advertised, they had had nobody 
representing the general public at all, or any 
branch or sub-division of a branch of anv 
organisation representing the general public, 
and they felt that it would be of great assist- 
ance to them in coming to a decision on that 
particular branch of the inquiry if they had 
the opmion of a disinterested body of persons 
representing the general public. It was 
immaterial whether that opinion was for or 
against the granting of the licences if it was

THE TURF ACCOUNTANTS. 

Mr. Charles McLoughlin, giving evidence 
for the Irish Turf Accountants’ Association, 
said that twenty-five bookmakers conducted 
their business in the reserved enclosure and 
forty-eight outside. The amount of monev 
contributed By bookmakers in respect of 
admission charges for clerks and runners, 
stands and cards, to the inside ring at the 
Shelbourne and Harold’s Cross tracks for the 
season amounted to £4,272. In respect of 
the outside rings, bookmakers paid £2,756 
l6és. These figures did not include motor 
charges. 

If greyhound racing was allowed to he 
carried on in the daytime? it would be detri 
mental to horse racing. The total taking of 
the “tote” at Celtic Park, Belfast, from 
the 3rd April to the 8th May amounted to 
35,342 18s., representing a profit of £353. 
Dunmore Park racing track, from the Ist 
April to the 9th May, took £43,774 14s, on 
the ''tole,” showing a profit of £410; and 
for the 1931 season it took £380,000 on the 
Bé tote,”’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rice, he said that, 
speaking for himself, he thought that it 
would be desirable to stop greyhound racing 
and betting on the races, and he agreed with 
Mr. Woods's statement that taking in the |

Éire at Sea. 


The burning of the ill-fated luxury 
liner Georges Philippar recalls to my 
mind the many ingenious devices for the 
prevention of fire at sea which are fitted 
to most large vessels to-day. On the 
bridge of the Mauretania, for instance, 
several ‘‘ fire-tubes ” are fitted. On the 
removal of a cap from any of these it is 
possible instantly to discover the presence 
of fire in the holds. Every half-hour 4 
bell rings, which cannot be silenced until 
the caps are removed from the “ fire 
tubes.”” In this way periodic inspection 
of the holds is made imperative. Wood 
and other combustible material is used as 
little as possible on liners to-day. Steel 
furniture is common, and steel partitions 
and doors are fitted now even more ex- 
tensively than formerly. It has recently 
a ne veg = in . ter plates of 
stee owing an intervening space 
for air, are even more efficacious in pre- 
banana i spread of fire than one solid 
one-i te.

Ghe Coin.

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AT THE FAIR. 
SECOND IMPRESSIONS. | 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


‘HE two main industrial halls are natur- 

T ally the chief attraction at the Cork 

Exhibition, but there is plenty to in- 
terest a visitor in the other sections. 

The Hall of Agriculture is devoted to 
Government exhibits, most of these illustrat- 
ing the advances that have been made in re- 
cent years in poultry-keeping, marketing, the 
breeding of live-stock, forestry, and oth 
similar matters. These are subjects whic 
will appeal rather to the farmer than to the 
average sightseer, but their value as an 
educational medium is considerable. 

In one part of this hall, however, is & 
section illustrating the development of the 
Gaeltacht, which cannot fail to interest md; 
body. The main feature consists of a work- 
ing demonstration of the various cottage in- 
dustries, and easily the most intriguing ex- 
hibit here is the big hand-loom, at which a 
workman can be seen engaged in weaving 
cloth. 

The loom itself is a primitive (not to say 
Heath-Robinsonian) machine, and abounds in 
complicated strings and pulleys, all of which 
have to be worked by hand. ‘Learning to 
use such a contrivance, one would imagine, 
would be much more difficult than learn- 
ing to play the piano, and many 
months of training must have been neces- 
sary before the workman could sit there 
and produce yards of cloth with so little 
apparent effort. A striking contrast is pro- 
vided by the modern loom in another hall, 
which turns out clothing material in a purely 
automatic way. Nothing could bring home 
to one more loreibly the fact that what we 
gain in efficiency we lose in craftsmanship. 

KELP AND CARRAGEEN. 

The Gaeltacht section shows also the diffe- 
rent processes in the making of kelp and 
carrageen moss, and these exhibits, though 
not so striking, are almost as interesting as 
the weaving of cloth. What one might call 
the “ Gaeltacht policy ” has been so marked 
a feature of Irish industrial development that 
one could wish that more space had been 
given to these exhibits. 

The “ Hall of Commerce ” is partly used 
to house overfiow exhibits from the other 
industrial halls, and partly given over to 
artistic subjects. One must say at once that 
the Art Gallery is probably the most dis- 
appointing feature of the Fair. It consist of a 
mere two dozen pictures by local artists. 
Some of these are not without merit, but only 
a more extensive collection would have made 
the Art Gallery worth while. The Photo- 
graphic Section, however, is nicely arranged, 
and contains some quite good specimens. 

A feature of this hall is the exhibition of 
work from the various tecbknical schools 
throughout the country, and some of the 
examples are of a high order. The Dublin 
Metropolitan School of Art provides some ex- 
cellent work, and other centres have also con- 
tributed several fine specimens of their crafts- 
manship. 

The agricultural plots are situated beyond 
the exhibition halls, and contain examples of 
almost every crop that can be raised in the 
Free State. Horticulture, cereals and poultry- 
rearing are demonstrated in the various 
sections. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ OVER THE HILL ' AT THE 
CORINTHIAN.

In the old days of silent films “Over the 
Hill ” was one of the greatest successes, and 
it appears that the ‘ talkie” version will 
repeat that success. At the Corinthian, 
Dublin, crowds compete for the emotional! 
thrills which it can give; for it still remains 
excellent sentimental drama. If its senti- 
mentality is heavy and homely, and its '' East 
Lynnish ' melodrama rather badly outmoded, 
Director Henry King and his competent 
group of players have done much to relieve 
its tears by naturalistic direction and acting 
land by some well-caleulated touches of 
modern humour. ‘The material remains the 
same, but the treatment is different, so that 
this new version provides good entertainment 
with a nicely-adjusted human appeal. 

The film was originally adapted from the 
well-known American poem, “ Over the Bill,” 
and was first presented by the Fox Film Com- 
pany about seven years ago, with Mary Carr 
in the part of the mother, which is now 
played by Mae Marsh. Its success then was 
due in large measure to the splendid acting 
of Miss Carr. In Dublin it filled one of 
the largest cinemas continuously for several 
weeks 

“ Over the Hill” is the story of filial in- 
gratitude, which has done more than its share 
of work in novel, drama and film. It depicts 
the life and sorrows of a typical poor family 
in a small America) town with considerable 
insight and a fair share of reality. Johnny, 
the “ bad lad” of the family, who is made 
to loom larger than life by the fine acting 
of James Dunn, takes the blame for an 
offence committed by his father, and is com- 
mitted to jail. Then the old man diés, the 
family is broken up, and the mother is 
reduced to the position of a charwoman in 
an almshouse through the mean and heartless 
behaviour of her eldest son, Isaac. When 
Johnny suddenly re-appears he gives Isaac 
the beating of his life, and sets out to make 
his mother happy again after years of trial 
and toil. She can have a “home” once 
more, and the “black sheep ” is seen to 
have been nothing so black as he was 
believed to have been. 


CLOSER TO REALITY. 

The old story remains, but the treatment 
is modern. The excessive set.timentality of 
some of the scenes is saved in time by touches 
of quite natural humour, so that there is a 
closer relation with actuality than in the 
silent film. 

One such little touch, which will certainly 
save the shedding of many tears, is given ty 
Johnny when he makes fun of the tearful 
welcome given him by his mother on his 


return from jail. This scene is capitally 
handled by James Dunn and Mae Marsh, so 
that it is in some respects the best thing 
in the film. 

The whole business revelves about the 
person of the mother, the rather irritating 
“Maw “” of American stories, and the very 
difficult part is beautifully acted by Mae 
Marsh. She is not very acceptable in the 
earlier scenes, but she atones for that by 
the genius with which she suggests the 
rather pathetic fragility of old age, Olim 
Howla is rather too emphatic in his 
‘peta of the mean and qugrrelsome 
sanc, but Sally filers is excellent as 
Johnny’s sweetheart, and James Kirkwood 
offers a fine study of ''Paw.” Good though 
the acting is, this new version of ‘‘ Over tha 
Hill ” is a director’s film, and Henry King 
shows great ability in his impressionistic 
handling of the opening scenes. His use of 
the camera to portray the feelings of the 
mother on hearing of the son’s arrest is an 
exceedingly clever piece - work. 

‘Over the Hill” can be commended to all

Their popularity gradually spread to the 
whole of France, and they became known 
under the name of Lais de Vaux de Vire. 
They were used in many different ways, 
and plays, interspersed with songs of this 
particular kind, were the first vaudeville 
shows. The term “ vaudeville ’’ was also 
applied to the songs themselves, which 
mainly dealt with drinking or passing 
events in a light, ironical fashion; the 
form they took was usually that of a 
number of couplets and a refrain, The 
modern word “ vaudeville ” has a some- 
what different application, . which is’ pro- 
bably due to American influence.

IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 
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FROM OUR SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


HE Senate of Northern Ireland will 
have a busy time this week winding 
up the work of the session before adjourn- 
ing for the summer recess. Ten bills have 
to be considered in various stages of 
progress, but none of them, with the 
exception of the Rent Rv striction 
measure, will present any difficulty. 
soon as the business is completed, the 
House will rise, and the bills wi'l be sent 
to the Commons for ratification or other- 
wise, 

It is expected that the House of 
Commons will be summoned for the Ist 
June to take into consideration the amend- 
ments which have been made in the Rent 
Restriction Bill. It will be recalled that 
an amendment put forward in the Senate 
last week by Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., 
the Nationalist leader, seeking to 
restrain the ‘‘poor from robbing the 
poor ” by sub-letting their houses at ex- 
orbitant charges, was rejected by the 
Government as unworkable; but Mr. 
Campbell was asked by Lord Charlemont 
to bring in a modified amendment of a 
similar nature, and it would probably be 
accepted. 

This, possibly, will be the most interest- 
ing subject to be considered, and it will 
probably find favour with both sides of 
the House. The House of Commons will 
then meet on June 7th to receive the 
Royal Assent to the various bills passed 
during the session. 


THE TELEGRAPHIC SYSTEM. 


The Post Office is a reserved service in 

Northern Ireland, and it is gratifying to 
find that the Postmaster-General is not 
forgetting our little province in his 
schemes of improvement, The telegraphic 
and telephonic communications between 
Belfast and London are to be ‘ speeded 
up, and the system generally throughout 
the Six Counties is to be modernised and 
brought into line with the most efficient 
methods. New trunk cables are to be 
laid between Belfast, Portadown, Ban- 
bridge, Newry and Enniskillen, as well 
as other important centres; while, of 
course, the cross-Channelk service is also 
to be improved immensely. It is stated 
that a new device, much on the same 
principle as tuning-in on wireless sets, is 
to be applied to the lines reaching to 
London, while the trunk route te Dublin 
is also to be considered. This system is 
described as '“ wired-wireless,’’ and by it 
one wire Is enabled to carry several 
messages simultaneously, and thus add 
greatly to the value and efficiency of the 
service, 
_ The work is already in hands, and it 
is expected to be completed within a few 
months. We are also to have an auto- 
matic telephone exchange in Belfast, but 
the buildings will not be completed for 
several years. The Belfast Post Office 
made a handsome profit last year, and the 
province deserves consideration.

PUBLICANS’ COMPLAINT. 


It seems as if the temperance problem 
will never cease from troubling, I¢ is 
always cropping up, and one would almost 
imagine from the discussions on the sub- 
ject, and the Press correspondence, that 
Northern Ireland is one of the most 
‘' drink-sodden’’ countries in the world. 
That is the latest phrase used by some 
of the reformers to describe the Six 
Counties, and it has been bitterly resented 
in the highest official quarters. As a 
matter of fact, all the Excise returns and 
records referring to alcoholic drinks, show 
that Ulster is one of the most sober places 
and compares favourably in that respect 
with any part of the Empire. : 

The ‘ trade ” is up in arms against the 
restrictions which have been placed upon 
it, and complaints are made in connection 
with the closing hours. It is pointed out 
that places of amusement do not close until 
after ten o’clock, and that the dog-racing 
tracks are also busily engaged up to that 
hour, with the result that people attendin 
these places cannot patronise the Mind 
houses, and go instead into the clubs, 
which are open until about midnight. 

In these circumstances the “' trade ” is 
endeavouring to get the hours altered from 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m. to 11 a.m. to 11 p.m., 
and a referendum is being taken among 
lieence-holders with this object in view. 
A demand will then be made to the Govern- 
ment to have this done. It is not, how- 
ever, likely to succeed. 


THE FARMERS' PROBLEM. 


The monthly report issued by the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of / “riculture 
does not present many cheerful features ; 
in fact, much of it makes very melancholy 
reading. The cultivation of flax, which, in 
more prosperous days, required an area of 
over a hundred thousand acres, has almost 
reached vanishing point. The average 
ire of flax at our local markets has been 

s. 4d. per stone, as against 6s. 10d. last 
month, and this is very discouraging to 
farmers, who require at least 10s, per stone 
to show a profit. The official comment on 


this state of affairs is that “ it is evident 


that, owing to the low 
markets, the decline in t 
flax is continuing.’’ 

Only about 6,000 or 7,000 acres are now 
set aside for flax, and in a few years the 
industry will be extinct unless something 
is done to save it. Irish flax has to com- 
pete with Soviet and continental flax, 
which is dumped into Belfast in large 
quantities, and a suggestion made some 
time ago, that the Government should give 
a subsidy of 3s. per stone to local growers, 
did not. meet with official approval.

Edward Mulhern, labourer, of Doogra, 
Knockvicar (Co. Leitrim), made an a > Gr 
tion in the Belfast Recorder’s Court to-day for 
compensation under the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Act in respect of injuries he sustained 
while cutting down a tree. The respondents 
were Messrs. Henry Riddell and Co., Ltd, 
bobbin makers, Hastings street; Belfast. Mr. 
B. J. Fox (instructed by Messrs. N. atd F. 
lughan) said that the apphcant was employed 
as a labourer. Messrs. Riddell, counsel! said, 
bought timber throughout Ireland. On 
January 2, 1931, the applicant was assisting 
in felling a tree at oabeless (County 
Leitrim), and while so employed he was 
struck behind the right ear by one of the 
lower parts of the tree when it was falling. 
He was thrown forward by the falling tree, 
and while on the ground the tree fell on his 
back, and he sustained serious tmjuries. They 
consisted of injury to the skull, fracture of 
the spine, and concussion. The applicant was 
in hospital for ten weeks, and subsequently 
he was in bed in his own home for three 
months, after which he was able to hobble 
about on a stick. 

The respondents offered him light work of 
piercing bobbins at their factory in Belfast, 
but owing to the vibration he had to give it 
up at the end of two days. His wages were 
30s per week. and he had heen paid com.- 
pensation at the rate of £1 per week until 
April 4. 

The Recorder held that the applicant was 
totally incapacitated, and he made an award 
of £1 per week from April 4 to continue dur. 
ing imeapacity: He allowed £3 Is. for 
witnesses’ expenses.

NEW POWERS FOR LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


The terms of the Sunday Entertainments 
Bill, governing the permission and regulating 
the opening and use of places in England on 
Sundays for certain entertainments and for 
debates, were issued last night. 

It provides that the authority having power 
to grant licences under the Cinematograph 
Act, 1909, may allow places in that area

No person is to be employed on any Sunday 
in connection with a cinematograph entertain- 
ment or any other entertainment or exhibi- 


| tion given therewith who has been employed 


in connection with similar entertainments or 
exhibitions on each of the six previous days. 
The Sunday Performances (Temporary 
Regulation) Act, 1931, is repealed as from 
the 30th day of September, 1952. 
The present bill shall not extend to Scot- 
land or to Northern Ireland.

The crew of four of the Dutch schooner 
Cormorant, which is believed to have 
foundered in the Channel yesterday, have 
been landed at Folkestone by a fishing boat.

All the pumps were manned, 
but the water gained. They abandoned her 
shortly before she foundered at 5 a.m. yester- 
day. 

The captain's Alsatian dog had to be left 
on board, as it was found impossible to get 
the animal off. The crew lost all their per- 
sonal belongings, The sea was choppy at the 
time.

DENSE CLOUDS OF SMOKE. 


Liverpool was plunged in inky darkness 
for half-an-hour at’ noon yesterday, the 
atmospherical conditions being described by 
weather experts as extraordinary. 

It was darker than the darkest night in 
winter and cold rain fell. Offices, trams, 
motor cars and advertising signs had then 
lights switched on, but the illumination only 
seemed to accentuate the blackness. 

The metereological explanation was that the 
upper wind was north-easterly and the surface 
wind north-westerly, and these brought the 
smoke of industrial Lancashire down the 
Mersey estuary over Liverpool, where it de- 
scended and was unable to rise above the 
dense black rain clouds. 

The border of the blackness was the 
Cheshire side of the Mersey, where a curious 
phenomenon was observed. This side of the 
river was bathed in daylight, while Liverpool 
and the long line of docks were blacked out. 
Fog horns and sirens were sounded on the 
landing stage as a safeguard for ferry 
steamers approaching Liverpool. -

NEWSAGENTS’ CALL 
FOR ABOLITION. 


PUTTING TRADERS OUT 
OF BUSINESS.

T a largely attended meeting, repre- 
senting, it was stated, 8,000 newsagents 

and booksellers in the Irish Free 
State, held tr egg | a resolution was 
adopted reaffirming their emphatic protest 
against the continuance of the newspaper, 
riodical and magazine tax, and calling for 


ite immediate withdrawal, as its effect had 


been ruinous to their businesses. 

Mr. P. Keogh, Chairman of the Irish Re. 
tail Newsagents’ Association, presided, and 
the motion was moved by Mr. McInerney, 
and seconded by Mr. Lane. 


CANCELLED ORDERS. 

The Chairman, in opening the meet- 

ing, said that since their last meeting a 
certain modification had been made in the 
tax, but it was virtually useless to the trade 
or to the puri'c. here was absolute con- 
demnation of the tax from ‘every point of 
view. The public had simply cancelled 
their orders rather than pay the tax. so 
that it failed as a means of paising revenue. 
The circulation of many of these papers was 
so smal] that it would not pay to have them 
printed here, and the tax was simply putting 
newsagents out of business and causing un- 
employment. The only remedy he could see 
was the complete repeal of the tax. There 
was no justification for it from any stand- 
point. : 
Mr. Bridgman, honorary secretary of the 
Irish Retail Newsagents’ Association, said 
they had been trying to see the Minister for 
Finance, but could get no further than one 
of the officials, and did not know whether 
the matter had ever been brought before 
the Minister. The tax had uced their 
turnover by from between 50 to 75 per cent., 
and also their margin of profit. here was 
no possibility of Free State newsagents 
carrying on business under present con- 
ditions. 


SITUATION DESPERATE. 

Mr. Clark, King street, Dublin, believed 
that the Government was entitled to impose 
the tax, but it should have been put on the 
publishers and not on the newsagents. He 
thought there should be a licence for the 
right to circulate papers in the Irish Free 
State. This should be at the rate of £1 per 
week for each publication and would give the 
Government a certain amount: of control over 
each paper. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that in Cork the feeling 
was that the whole situation was desperate. 
and in some cases would mean reducing their 
staffs by half. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon, Limerick, described the 
tax as unjust, and said that if there were 
objectionable papers they should be named 
and removed. If that was done nobody would 
be sorry. 


MR. EASON’S ESTIMATES. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason (Messrs. Eason and 
son, Ltd.) said he estimated the number of 
taxable publications, excluding magazines, 
were 400 per week. Of these not more than 
16 publications had a sale of more than 5,000 
copies in the Irish Free State. It is esti 
mated that there are more than 150 weeklies 
obtained direct from publishers which have 
a sale of less than a thousand copies per week 
In addition, they obtained 174 publications 
from a wholesaler, to the extent of 2,604 
copies. The experience after payment for a 
week at Dun Laoghaire in the case of one 
importer showed 131 items imported direct 
from publishers, comprising 50,341 copies, or 
an a of for each publication. As 
regards classification, there were 33 technical 
and trade journals, 17 religious publications, 
17 dealing with agriculture and kindred 
topics, and 20 racing papers. The other 80 
or 90 papers were children’s papers, cinema, 
wireless and other papers, 


INTOLERABLE POSITION. 

In addition to having a special staff at Dun 
Laoghaire, they had to keep staffs engaged 
for the greater part of each day at North 
Wall. lt was not surprising that papers were 
held up. The position was intolerable. The 
loss which the trade has sustained.as a result 
during the past ten days was a loss to the 
country generally. 

Mr. Hughes, Dublin’ Wholesale News- 
agency, Ltd., said that wholesalers were doing 
their best, but the position was impossible. 

Mr. J. J. Hart said that they represented 
8,000 people in the country, and the tax had 
caused great indignation. They had a Censor- 
ship Board, and, if there were any unde- 


‘sirable publications Cat in that Board 


ghouJd have them prohibited. He hoped that 
the Government would remove the tax and 
admit that it had made a mistake. 


A WATERFORD VIEW. 


The correspondence included the following 
telegram from Messrs. Croker, Waterford :— 
‘“* Suggest press Government to abolish tax 
completely, as additional employment created 
by editions of books or periodicals, printed or 
bound, would be negligible and would be over- 
balanced by unemployment through reduced 
trade and cost of collection. The minimum 
entry of 2s. 6d. should be abolished on smal! 
parcels of periodicals and books. Single books 
should be free to bookseller- or taxed if sent 
to private persons or libraries, and certainly 
libraries run for profit. For books taxed the 
Customs should accept prima facie evidence 
of origin, and not hola up periodicals for 
certificates. Customs delays injure business.’’

PROBLEM BEFORE OTTAWA 
CONFERENCE. 


The task of arresting the continued 
appreciation of gold was the problem before 
the Ottawa Conference, said Sir Josiah 
Stamp, at a Canada Club dinner in London 
last night. All conventions and institutions, 
which were successful in ordinary times, 
co..d be misled and their intentions negatived 
in times of great world changes in the value 
of gold. . 

“The task of finding an equilibrium of 
tariff policies at Ottawa or elsewh.:e is 
inescapeably bound up In comparative 
internal costs, and these are changing 
reiatively daily, not in their real value, but 
in their monetary expression, which is the 
only thing tariff systems can take heed of.” 

A tariff discrimination expressed in money 
might be most scientifically based upon 
differences in costs this year, and could be 
hopelessly wrong next.
